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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because undue length. Correction is 

required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicants use. 

Arrangement of the Specification

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A COMPACT 

DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program listings (37 
CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more 
than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact discs.) or 
REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1, 2001.)

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

6. Regarding claims 1 , 4 and 5, the language as written renders the claims indefinite, 
because it is unclear whether a pliers in combination with a tin is being claimed. The structures 
or elements for the pliers are recited with elements and/or structural relationships of the tins, 
e.g., "formation (8) is displaceable inwards under and outwards from a folded edge...", the 
formation (8) as disclosed is fixed to the leg and as such is not "displaceable". The scope of 
claims as recited is unascertainable. 

It is noted that claims 4 and 5 appear to be identical and that claim fails to further limit the parent 
claim 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-7 (as best understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Spriggs (4,018,1 10). 



Spriggs discloses all of the limitations of 
claims 1,4 and 5 (as best understood), i.e., 
pliers like tool comprising a pair of legs (18, 20) 
pivotable about an axis (16); the legs having a 
nipping-gripping means at a front end, one of 




the legs having a tongue formation (42) and at least one hook (50) (note that below or above 
depends on the orientation of the tool); the other leg having a supporting formation (32). 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 6 and 7 (as best understood), Spriggs meets the limitations, e.g., 
wherein the support formation comprises two support formations (32).
